WASHINGTON (AP) - The Justice 
D epartm ent is setting out to shatter a 
178-year-old tradition of A m erica’s law 
p ro fe ssio n — the m in im u m fees 
recom m ended by hundreds of bar 
associations. 


The m ove was to be announced today 
by one of the departm ent’s top trust- 
busters, Deputy Asst. Atty. Gen. Bruce 
B. W ilson, in testimony to a House 
Ju diciary subcom m ittee.

Hancock and Allen counties. 
Buckeye Pipeline has pleaded in­ 
nocent to the charge. The firm could be 
fined as m uch as $10,000. 


Compromise On Tapes 
Before Appeals Judges 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The White 
House and 
the W atergate special 
prosecutor w ere to tell the U.S. Court 
of Appeals today whether they have 
agreed to its proposed solution to the 
legal battle over presidential tapes. 


Each side is scheduled to file a 
response to the court’s proposal that 
special prosecutor Archibald Cox be 
perm itted to listen privately to the 
tapes to determ ine what portions are 
needed for the W atergate grand jury 
investigation. 


A spokesm an for Cox disclosed 
Wednesday that White House lawyers 
and m em bers of the prosecutor’s staff 


had 
discussed 
the proposed 
com ­ 
prom ise, but he refused to say w hether 
any agreem ent had been reached. 
la w y e rs for President Nixon ap­ 
peared to take a hard line in defense of 
withholding the tapes in a legal brief 
filed W ednesday with the appeals 
court. 
Hie brief was part of the continuing 
argum ents being given the court and 
did not directly deal with the suggested 
com prom ise. But after citing Nixon’s 
efforts 
to 
aid 
the 
W atergate 
in­ 
v e stig a tio n , including giving Cox 
broad powers, the brief said. 
“ But he has not delegated to the 
sp ecial p ro secu to r, and will not 


abrogate, his constitutional duties and 
prerogatives. ITiat would move beyond 
accom m odation to irresponsibility.” 
Hours after the court suggested a 
week ago that Cox, a m em ber of the 
executive branch of governm ent, be 
allowi»d to listen to the tapes as a way 
of bypassing the constitutional issues 
raised by the President, the special 
prosecutor indicated he was ready to 
follow the proposal. 
The appeals court said that if its 
suggestion was turned down it would 
then rule on the constitutional issues.

m em bers of the junta stand on con­ 
tinued m ilitary control versus handing 
back the reign to civilians after all 
resistance to the recent coup has lieen 
quelled.

Jose T. M erino Castro and Col. Cesar 
Mendoza F rank, police chief.

Dampen Reports 
Agnew To Resign 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
has passed 93 to 0 a private pension 
plan reform bill and the odds seem to 
favor sim ilar action in the House. 
The landm ark legislation, which has 
been worked on in Senate com m ittees 
for m ore than three years, would set 
the 
first 
m inim um 
standards 
for 
private pension plans. 
It is designed to guarantee that the 
approxim ately 40 million Americans 
now covered by the plans actually get 
benefits when they reach retirem ent 
age. 
Sponsors said that investigations 
have shown thousands of persons 
never received any pensions despite 
m any years of service in a company 
with a pension plan. 
Sen. Harrison A. Williams Jr., D-N. 
J., chief author of the bill with Sen. 
Jacob K. Javits, R-N. Y., called the 
action “ an historic step in extending 
security for Am erican working men 
and wom en.” 
The Senate vote sent the m easure to 
the House where the Education and 
Ixibor and Ways and Means com ­ 
m ittees have been working on their 
own versions. 
Rep. Al Ullman, D-Ore., acting Ways 
and 
M eans c h a irm a n , 
said 
the 
legislation would have a high priority 
in his panel. 
Dem ocratic leaders have said they 
a re confident a pension bill can be sent 
to President Nixon this year. 
The bill would require that 
all 
com panies which have pension plans 
give their em ployes vested rights in 
pensions after five years service and 
looper cent vesting after 15 years, pro­ 
vide full funding for their plans, and 
help finance a new governm ent in­ 
su ra n c e 
p ro g ra m 
to 
g u a ra n te e 
benefits in cases where the plans fail. 
Vesting is an em ploye’s right to 
recover his and his em ployer’s con­ 
tribution to a pension plan if he ter­ 
m in ates his 
em p lo y m ent 
before 
retirem ent age.

to 
resum e work today in Baltimore. 
He said there was no “disposition by 
the White House or the people in the 
White House to force the resignation of 
the vice president, or that the White 
House is exerting pressure on the vice 
president to resign.” 
W arren also denied that the White 
House, as has been widely reported, 
was the fountainhead for reports that 
Agnew was contem plating resigning. 
Following the bland “no com m ent” 


reaction of the previous day, W arren’s 
disclaim er 
was 
welcomed 
in 
the 
Agnew cam p, where there has been 
dism ay, som etim es to the point of an­ 
ger, over the White House’s public 
response to the vice president’s crisis. 
Some Agnew bal kers contended that 
a policy of near-silence and only 
qualified support for him is designed to 
build pressure to force his resignation 
— or at least to distract attention from 
W atergate.

individuals at the White House might 
be encouraging speculation about a 
resignation but said he couldn’t believe 
it was being done as a m atter of Nixon 
policy. 
“ Under no circum stances do we 
regard it as a conscious concoction of 
anybody in the White House,” said 
Agnew’s press secretary, J. Marsh 
Thomson.

NEW YORK (AP) - The ABC, NRC 
and CBS television networks have 
agreed to broadcast on a rotating basis 
live coverage of at least the first three 
days of next w eek’s Senate W atergate 
hearings. 


Bean, Owen K. G arnott and Jack R. 
Lousm a also scheduled tim e for 
reviewing new procedures for un­ 
docking the Apollo and guiding it back 
to earth with two of its four m ain steer­ 
ing engines out of commission.

condition. 
Steven and Jeffrey were reported in 
fair condition. John, the only sextuplet 
born without the aid of Caesarian 
section, was reported in good con­ 
dition. 
Julia, the sm allest of the babies, died 
Tuesday night of hyaline m em brane 
disease. Nathan, Catherine and Steven 
were suffering sym ptom s of the sam e 
lung illness. 
The babies born Sunday night were 
about six weeks prem ature. 
Doctors say John and Jeffrey were 
the first of the infants to receive milk 
from their m other, 34-year-old Edna 
Stanek. 
Je ffre y , 
how ever, 
was 
reported unable to retain most of it. 
Dr. D arrell Miller, a pediatrician, 
said John is doing “ very well and is 
taking about two tablespoons of 
mothers milk at every feeding.” 
He said Jeffrey faced antibiotic 
treatm ent because of an infection in 
the child’s navel area. 
Miller said “ the prognosis for all five 
— any baby this size — must be 
guarded. The longer they survive the 
better their chances a re ,”

Brezhnev Calls For Renewed 
Efforts At Security Meeting 


MOSCOW (AP) - Soviet leader 
Iieomd I. Brezhnev called Wednesday 
for renewed East-West efforts to make 
the European security conference a 
success. He warned against attempts 
by “diplomatic barter” to gain con­ 
cessions from the Soviet Union. 
Speaking in Sofia, Bulgaria, the 
secretary-general of the Soviet 
Communist party accused the West of 
” ill-meaning propaganda campaigns 
intended to sow mistrust in the policy 
of the U.S.S.R. and other socialist 
states. 
“ It is difficult to shake off the im­ 
pression that all this is being done with 
the sole aim of hampering by all 
means the success of the big un­ 
dertaking that has been started and 
that is so necessary for the peoples.” 
As reported by Tass, the official 
Soviet news agency, Brezhnev related 
these comments only to the Conference 
on Security and Cooperation in Eu­ 
rope, which went into the agreement- 
writing stage in Geneva this week. But 
some observers felt that he also was 
addressing his words to circles in the 
United States who demand that trade 
concessions be denied the Soviet 
government until it lifts its restrictions 
on Jewish emigration and eases its 
handling of dissident citizens.

In California, hundreds of stations in 
the Santa Clara Valley began shutting 
off their gas pumps at 4:30 p.m., 
refusing to stay open later as a way of 
protesting the price controls. 
Thirty-four U.S. senators urged the 
Cost of Living Council to permit 
gasoline and home heating oil retailers 
to pass cost increases on to consumers, 
not currently allowed under Phase 4 
guidelines. 
Senate Republican leader Hugh 
Scott and 13 other Republicans joined 
Democratic leader Mike Mansfield 
and 19 other Democrats in dispatching 
the request to the agency. 
Meanwhile, Gulf Oil Co. announced 
it was boosting its wholesale gasoline 
prices by nine-tenths of a cent a gallon. 
Several other oil companies including 
Exxon, Mobil and Phillips earlier had 
announced one cent per gallon in­ 
creases.

Much of Snyder’s wrought iron trade 
has been in functional tourist items — 
trivets, fireplace sets, candle holders, 
dinner gongs and wall brackets and 
hooks for displaying other craftinen’s 
wares. 


He starts with plain iron or mild 
steel stock, heating it in the blazing 
forge until it glows red-hot, then 
cutting it roughly to shape on the anvil. 


Then it’s laboriously reheated and 
rehammered, again and again, until it 
reaches its final shape. Even welding 
is done by hand, heating two pieces of 
metal and hammering them until they 
fuse. 
He also is involved in the restoration 
of West Virginia’s historic log cabins, 
handmaking authentic door hinges, 
door latches, fireplace fittings and 
even the old hand-forged nails. So far 
he has worked on private cabins and 
was a consultant on a restoration 
project at a state park. 
Snyder’s work is relatively ex­ 
pensive, but he said he doesn’t want to 
“ cater exclusively to the rich. 
“ I want ordinary people to be able to 


afford it,” he said. 
He was the first member of his 
family to go to college — his father was 
a coal miner and his grandfather and 
greatgrandfather were blacksmiths 
near Monongah, W. Va. 
But after college, he said, he drifted 
from one job to another, editing a state 
travel magazine, working in a New 
York public relations firm, reporting 
for a Charleston newspaper and 
spending time in Colorado as a ski 
bum. 
“ I tried ever) thing. I didn’t realize 
it. but I ’m more suited to working with 
my hands,” he said. 
“ I'm proud of the way I make a 
living,’ he added, even though it isn’t 
lucrative. 
“ I get satisfaction knowing I can 
make something for someone that isn’t 
going to wear out in their lifetime ... 
something people will use.” 
He was between jobs in 1971 when 
Don Page, director of the state Arts 
and Crafts Division, asked him if he’d 
like to go to a blacksmithing school at 
Santa Fe, N M. 
The tuition was paid by a state crafts

questions most frequently asked by 
taxpayers. 
(Q.) I’ve been awarded a scholar­ 
ship to graduate school. I haven’t 
decided vet whether I want to stay in 
school to get a degree or just to take 
some courses I’m interested in. Will 
it make any difference from a tax 
standpoint whether or not I’m a 
degree candidate? 
(A.) Yes. If you are a degree can­ 
didate, there is no limitation on the 
amount of scholarship or fellowship 
grant that may be excluded from 
your income. On the other hand, if 
you are not a degree candidate, the 
amount you receive as a scholarship 
or fellowship, including the value of 
services 
and 
accommodations 
provided to you, may be excluded 
from your income only up to $300 
times the number of months for 
which you receive amounts under the 
grant during the tax year. There is a 
36 month limit under the exclusion 
for non-degree students. 
(Q.) Do you have a booklet that 


explains what a taxpayer’s rights 
are in case he’s ever audited by the 
Internal Revenue Service? 
(A.) Yes. Write your nearest IRS 
office for a free coov of IRS 
Publication 556 “ Audit of Returns 
Appeal Rights and Claims for 
Refund.” 
<Q.) I work as a waitress in a 
restaurant. Any tips I get I have to 
split with the busboy. How much of 
the tips do I have to report to my boss 
for purposes of income and social 
security tax withholdings? 
(A.) Only those tips you receive on 
your own behalf are counted. Thus, 
where employees split tips, each 
employee reports only his share to 
his employer when his monthly tip 
income is $20 or more. 
(Q.) I earned over $2,500 from my 
summer job before I went back to 
school. Will this cause my parents to 
lose my dependency exemption? 
(A.) No. If you are a full-time 
student for any part of five months of 
the year or under 19 at the end of the 
year, your parents can claim you as a 
dependent regardless of how much 
money you make. Of course, they must 
meet all the other dependency tests, 
including the furnishing of more than 
one-half of your total support.

Smallpox Eradicated 


It was a long, hard fight, but 
m edical 
science 
has 
won 
another victory. Smallpox has 
been declared officially dead in 
the 
Western 
H em isphere. 
Brazil, where the disease was 
still prevalent a few years ago, 
has been declared free of the 


disease by a five-man com­ 
mission. 
Brazil was the last holdout in 
the hemisphere against the 
efforts to conquer smallpox. 
Two decades ago there were 
thousands of cases annually in 
some of the less devein ed 


countries. Dr. Leo Morris of the 
National Center for Disease 


Control in Atlanta was sent to 
Brazil in 1965 to help officials 


develop a mass immunization 
program. More than 81 million 
vaccinations were given. 


Catholic Plus And Minus 


I take it as axiomatic that even non- 
Catholics, if they are consciously 
concerned with the fate of the West, 
keep a solicitous eye on the fortunes 
of the Roman Catholic Church, after 
all, it has for millennia been one of the 
principal institutions of Western 
civilization, inextricably involved 
with the development of our attitudes 
and values. 
For some years now the signs have 
been decidedly mixed, at best. like 
other Western institutions, the church 
went through a feverish phase during 
the decade of the 1960s. Many even 
foresaw demise, apocalypse, “bare 
ruined choirs.” Like most apocalyptic 
visions (a racial “second civil war,” 
etc.) this one turns out to have been 
rather silly. In an imperfect world, a 
couple of current soundings: 
1) About ten years ago, the key word 
was “secular,” as in Harvey Cox’s 
fashionable book, “ The Secular 
City.” Man had “come of age,” 
Dietrich Bonhoeffer and his admirers 
argued. (Bonhoeffer was a Protestant 
German theologian executed by the 
Nazis.) The West was traveling in a 
straight-line course to complete 
secularization. 
It is possible that this outline is 
correct in a very long-run sense, but 
the empirical data do not confirm it. 
In Italy, for example, a recent poll 
shows that one-third of the population 
attends Mass regularly, and not only 
that, but among youth (up to age 24) 
attendance is much higher than in the 
24-to-34 age group. Though the con­ 
clusion must be tentative, it looks as if 
the 1960s generated greater religious 
indifference than either the 1950s or 
the 1970s. 
The poll contains other interesting 
statistics. An additional one-third of 
the population attends Mass now and 
then. Attendance is much higher in 
the industrial and modem North than 
in the South, which in itself is ground 
for reflection. Attendance also in­ 
creases as you go up the educational 
and socio-economic scale. Put that in 
your Secular City and smoke it. 
2) Recently I reported on an im­ 
pending Danish porn film called “The 
Love life of Jesus Christ,” in which 
Jesus engages in group sex, appears 
as a Black Panther, and so forth. We 
have been conditioned to suppose that 
nothing much can be done about this 
sort of thing, that just as secularism 
is the wave of the future, so too we are 
headed for pornotopia. Well, maybe 
not. 
The film was to be shot in the south 
of France, but thousands of protests 
and a blast from Pope Paul (“an 
ignoble and blasphemous outrage” ) 
led the French to refuse the Danes 
permission to work on the film. The 
Danish Culture Minister, one Niels 
Matthiasen, fulminated with comic 
indignation, calling the Roman 
Catholic Church “reactionary,” and 
so forth, which tells us a good deal 
about the character of the ministry of 
culture in “progressive” Denmark, 
which is putting up money for the 
film. 
3) I wonder, however, whether 
something cannot be done to improve 
the tone and substance of the local

Catholic press. It is often even im­ 
possible to respect some of the things 
that appear there. Item: I recently 
reflected wryly on the secret 
marriage of Philip Berrigan and 
Elizabeth McAllister, a priest and a 
nun. In their anti-war witness, they 
had hardly claimed to possess 
strategic analysis superior to that of 
Nixon and Kissinger; and they did not 
claim to possess superior sources of 
information. They claimed superior 
moral status and higher moral in­ 
sight. And here they were, living a lie, 
deceiving the public. I noted the 
anomaly. 
To a staff columnist for the Boston 
Pilot, however, the fact that a priest 


and nun “up and married” in this 
fashion is a “routine” news item “in 
this postconciliar age.” In his view, 
anyone taking note of this betrayal of 
vows and this conscious deception 
must have a "sex hangup syndrome” 
that “still haunts the Church.” The 
Berrigan-McAllister secret marriage 
he wrote, is merely “their problem,” 
purely personal. 
But vows and sacraments are not 
merely private things. They entail 
public and communal engagements 
and responsibilities. 
Too often the local Catholic press, 
evidently still woozy from the mind- 
blown 60s, lets this kind of thing pass 
for serious analysis.

Heath Seeks To Dampen 
Irish Political Crisis 


LONDON (AP) — Prime Minister 
Edward Heath tried to dampen a new 
political crisis in Northern Ireland 
Tuesday night by backing off from his 
earlier warning that the British 
government would strip the province 
of its autonomy if its Protestant and 
Roman Catholic politicians cannot get 
together. 
Heath this time said integration ot 
the province into the United Kingdom 
was a possibility and not a desirable 
one at that. He appealed to the warring 
factions in Northern Ireland to "live 
and work together and be responsible 
for the peaceful management of their 
affairs.” 
The prime minister had warned in 


radio and television interviews earlier 
Tuesday that the British government 
would make its direct rule of Northern 
Ireland permanent unless the new 
provincial assembly sets up a 


workable ProtestantCatholic coalition 
government by March 30. 
Heath’s unexpected threat aroused 
consternation and anger in the 
province and in the Irish Republic. 
The Irish Republican Army’s 


Provisional wing, whose guerrillas are 
battling to throw the British out of 
Northern Ireland, warned that it would 
bring “ruin, devastation and suffer­ 
ing” to England if Heath carried out 
his threat of integration. 
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Assured an overwhelming majority 
of the affected property owners were 
willing to come into the corporation, 
City Council gave new impetus to 
Circleville’s annexation drive by lift 
ing restrictions on outside-city sewer 
taps. The action came as a response to 
an appeal by Chairman Bob Adkins of 
the city planning and zoning com­ 
mission.

Speaking Of Your Health

Are there any new- treatments tor 
bursitis'* I have constant pain in my 
shoulder whenever I awake in the 
morning. 
About three times a year, I get an 
attack of bursitis that incapacitates 
me for a week. 
Mr NMN., Ind. 
Dear Mr. N : 
Only people who have suffered from 
bursitis can appreciate the misery you 
have. 
To understand how bursitis should 
be treated, a better knowledge of the 
anatomy is essential. 
A bursa is a small sac that lies in 
many joints of the body. They act as 
ballbearings to lubricate the joints and 
make them move more easily and 
freely. 
Bursitis is an infection, or in­ 
flammation, of the bursa. The fluid 
within the bursa may develop mineral 
deposits that make all motion ex­ 
tremely painful. 
Injury, exposure to cold and in­ 
fection, and some arthritic conditions 
may be responsible for chronic bur­ 
sitis. 
More and (more attention is now 
being paid to the possibility that un­ 
discovered or unrecognized gout may 
cause some cases of bursitis. 
Uric acid stones can be desposited in 
the bursa and cause the swelling that is 
so painful with every movement of the 
arm. 
Uric acid stones, unlike calcium 
stones, cannot be seen by X-ray. For 
this reason gout is given more and 
more consideration as an underlying 
cause of bursitis. Cortisone, X-ray 


radiation, and utrasonic vibrations 
have been successfully used in 
selected cases. 
If gout is found to be a responsible 
factor, by a study of uric acid in the 
blood, treatment is very effective with 
the excellent new drugs now available. 
I would like to add a special word of 
caution to those people who try to 
“work out” bouts of bursitis. Exercise, 
massage and bone manipulation can 
be extremely hazardous and may even 
cause permanent irreversible changes 
within the joint. 
The cause of your bursitis must be 
pursued until it is found, if the proper 
treatment is to be instituted. 


A bronchial cyst was just found in 
my neck. Surgery was advised, but I 
would rather avoid it. 
Can these cysts become cancerous? 
Mrs. A.U., 111. 
Dear Mrs. U.: 
From your story I assume you are 
referring to a “branchial” cyst, rather 
than a “bronchial” problem, which 
concerns the lung. 
A branchial cyst occurs during the 
development of an unborn child. 
Sometimes, in the adult it flares up, 
accumulates fluids and forms a cyst 
which 
becomes evident 
as 
an 
enlargement in the neck. 
These cysts do not become can­ 
cerous. They are removed for 
cosmetic 
purposes 
and, 
more 
especially, when the cyst becomes 
large and compresses vital structures 
in the neck. 
The operation is not a complicated 
one; it is safe and successful.

Dear Editor: 
Now that schools have opened again, 
everyone is repeating “watch the 
children on bicycles” “save the child” 
and there is some kind of a State 
slogan regarding the motorists “not to 
kill a kid” or something like that. 
Well, I believe we should start a new 
slogan “watch for the automobile 
drivers” and “save the motorists”. 
These kids on bicycles are getting to be 
more of a hazard than all of the cars in 
the streets. 
Last week, while I was coming to 
work in Circleville, there were two 
boys on bikes. One was on the right 
hand side of the street, traveling with 
the traffic. The other was on the left 
hand side of the street, traveling 
against the traffic. The one on the left 
hand side, was trying to get across the 
street, and you never saw so much 
starting across, then seeing a car, he 
would weave back and forth. He was 
hazard to traffic and if an auto had 
struck the child, it would never have 
been the child’s fault. The auto driver 
would have been the one that would 
have gotten cited by the law. 
This morning, coming north on South 
Court Street, there was three boys 
riding bikes on the right hand side of 
the street, but IN THE WRONG 
DIRECTION, and taking up a whole 
lane of traffic. Did they attempt to 
move over for the cars traveling in the 
right direction? No indeed, they 
almost dared you to get close to them. 


Here is an article which was 
published by one of the automobile 
clubs and if the youngsters would obey 
them, everyone driving a car, would be 
happier. 
“The bicycle is one of the fastest 
growing transportation methods in 
America today. And recently, it has 
become a noticeable part of highway 
traffic and a concern in highway 
safety. 
“The burgeoning of bicycles on Ohio 
Streets and roads has brought with it 
many problems, not the least of which 
is the motorist’s reluctance to accept 
the bicycle as a legitimate vehicle 
instead of as a “toy.” 
“Safe cycling habits are directly 
related to auto safety. A good, safe 
driver can be spotted by the way he 
drives and the same holds true for 
bicycle drivers. A bike expert observes 
all traffic rules the same as the expert 
driver in auto traffic. 
“Things to remember when driving 


a bicycle in traffic include: 
I. Ride with traffic, keeping to the 
right. 
I Obey all stop signs and traffic 
lights. 
3. Use proper hand signals when 
changing lanes or making turns. 
4. Keep both hands on handle-bars, 
except when signaling. 
5. Keep safe following distance, the 
same as when driving a car. 
6. Yield right of way to pedestrians. 
7. Walk bicycles across busy in­ 
tersections, and remember then to use 
pedestrian rules for safe walking. 
8. 
Obey 
all 
local 
bicycle 
regulations.” 


Have you ever been driving up South 
Pickaway or South Washington Street, 
when you are supposed to have the 
right of way, and see a kid on a bike 
dart across either of these streets, 
without stopping for the stop signs on 
the side streets? It happens every 
morning and they do not slow down or 
look either way. Did you ever see them 
run red lights? They do this of morn­ 
ings and they never pay any attention 
to cars going on the streets. Also, when 
a car is stopped for a red light, a bike 
rider will go right through the red 
light. I have seen several do this and I 
thought one of them was not going to 
beat the car which was crossing with 
the green light. 


Instead of having slogans and 
watching the kids on the bikes, I feel 
that we should have the bike riders to 
watch out for the motorist and “don’t 
kill the motorist”. 


I am sure I am not the only car 
driver who has a gripe about bikes. 
Isn’t there something that can be 
done? How about enforcing a law that 
all bike riders must have licenses to 
drive a bike, the same as to drive a 
car ? Bet that would stop some of them. 
Also, if more of them were stopped by 
the law officers or grounded by their 
parents, this might help.

Farm Export Income Skyrockets 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Trade ex­ 
perts in the Agriculture Department 
are predicting U.S. farm exports will 
go near 120 billion in the current fiscal 
year ending next June 30, an increase 
over last year of about 55 per cent. 
Grains, such as wheat, com, and 
soybeans are expected to continue 
leading the export surge as they did in 
1972-73 when shipments were valued at 
a record $12.9 billion. 
The projected $20 billion export level 
would arrive at least six years earlier 
than many USDA analysts believed 
likely only a few months ago. Last 
February, in an outlook report, of­ 
ficials predicted farm exports would 
hit $14 billion in 1985.

John J. Gilligan today signed into law 
Ohio’s first code of ethics bill for public 
officials, calling it “a landmark effort 
to restore the faith of the people in 
their government.”

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Charcoal Broil That Chuck Roast 
Push Motorcycle Bill In Assembly

You can charcoal-broil a large cut of 
chuck roast if you sprinkle it with meat 
tenderizer and then treat the meat to a 
marinade. 
If you’re an old hand at charcoal 
broiling you’ll know just how to 
regulate the fire. If not, you may be 
interested to know — as we’ve just 
discovered — that different brands of 
charcoal give off varying degrees of 
heat. To test the temperature of a 
charcoal briquet fire, cautiously hold 
your hand, palm side down, just above 
the grill. This way you can judge the 
temperature by the number of seconds 
your hand can be kept in this position. 
For the chuck roast recipe given 
below, you should be able to keep your 
hand in position for four seconds. 
To lower the temperature of a 
charcoal fire, raise the grill or 
separate the coals. To raise the 
temperature, tap the outer gray layer 
from the coals and punch the coak 
closer together. If more coals are 
needed, add them to the outer edge of 
the hot coals.

Link Cancer 
And A sbestos 


ST. PAUL, Minn. (AP) — A person 
need not be directly connected with the 
asbestos industry to suffer the effects 
of asbestos-caused diseases, including 
cancer, a cancer researcher testified 
Wednesday. 


Dr. Irving Selikoff of the Mount Sinai 
School of Medicine in New York City 
said “secondhand” exposure to 
asbestos fibers was linked to lung ab­ 
normalities found in 39 per cent of a 
group of persons who lived with 
asbestos workers. 


Selikoff is the government’s chief 
witness in the Reserve Mining Co. trial 
in U.S. District Court before Judge 
Miles Lord. 


The Justice Department and other 
plaintiffs are seeking to halt Reserve’s 
discharge into Lake Superior of 
taconite tailings from its Silver Bay, 
Minn., plant. They maintain the dis­ 
charge contains large amounts of 
asbestos. 
Selikoff said many lung cancer 
deaths today can be attributed to a 
close association with asbestos among 
shipyard workers during World War 
II. “Asbestos cancer,” Selikoff said, 
usually is recognized 30 to 40 years 
after initial exposure to the fibers.

“There haven't been any pockets of 
resistance detected in the last 24 
hours,” declared government press 
secretary Frederic© Willoughby on 
Wednesday. 
Willoughby said Chile s borders and 
airports are still closed to all but 
foreign newsmen and 
those with 
special permission to enter or leave 


tile country because the new gov­ 
ernment is still investigating the 
thousands of armed leftists from other 
Latin American countries it charges 
the AUende regime admitted to the 
country. 
(ten. Oscar Bonilla, the new interior 
minister, and Education Minister Jose 
Navarro took 70 newsmen on a tour 
Wednesday of a shantytown on the 
edge of Santiago. 
The shantytown, one of dozens 
thrown up on vacant land by poor 
homeless Chileans, was called Ho Chi 
Minh Village and was run by a Marxist 
while Allende was in power. Now it has 
no name. 
The general was accompanied by 
army bodyguards in green fatigues 
carrying an assortment of weapons. 
But a large force of soldiers had raided 
the village last week and searched 
every shack for arms. 
“They were everywhere,’' said Juan 
Aceituna, 20, a resident of the shan­ 
tytown. “ All the cam p leaders 


disappeared with the coup.” 
In I .a I>egua, a working class district 
known for years as a breeding ground 
for criminals, half a dozen working 
men sat drinking red wine in the late 
winter sun. Several persons were 
killed in clashes in the district last 
week between troops and small groups 
of leftists. Other leftists died battling 
troops in nationalized factories near 
the edge of the district. Security forces 
dynamited the local Communist party 
headquarters, 
“There are rumors,” said a worker 
with flowing locks, “ that people with 
long hair are going to have to cut it, 
and women in pants will have to start 
wearing skirts.”

Saigon Threatens 
Hotel Hit 
To Hit Airfields 
By Blaze 


SAIGON (A P ) — The South Viet­ 
namese government today threatened 
military action against 12 airfields it 
claims the North Vietnamese have 
built in the northern part of South 
Vietnam. 
“ If words fail, then we shall have to 
use swords,” government spokesman 
Bui Bao True told a news conference. 
The government made public a note 
it sent Sept. 7 to the guarantors of the 
Vietnam peace agreement. The note 
declared that development of the 
airfields and movement of troops and 
war equipment into territory below the 
demilitarized zone amount to “ in­ 
tensive warlike preparations to reopen 
hostilities.” 
I^ast week the South Vietnamese 
government released what it said were 
aerial photographs of the 12 airfields 
which it said have been built or 
repaired and surrounded by an­ 
tiaircraft installations. 
The Paris peace agreement provides 
that Saigon, the Viet Cong and their 
allies may not introduce new war 
materie into South Vietnam except as 
replacements on a 
piece-for-piece 
basis. 
The note said Saigon “ reserves its 
right to carry out 
appropriate 
measures to protect the integrity of its 
territory.” 


It was sent to the ll nations that 
endorsed the Paris peace agreements 
last March. They included the United 
States, the Soviet Union, China, 
Britain and France. 
The Saigon military command said 
today that six goverment rangers were 
killed and IO were wounded when the 
Viet Cong shelled their post near the 
Cambodian border 105 miles southwest 
of Saigon. 
In Tay Ninh province 70 miles north­ 
west of Saigon, Viet Cong troops at­ 
tacked a government outpost near 
Hieu Thien district town but were 
repulsed and IO of their soldiers were 
killed, the command said. No govern­ 
ment casualties were reported.

The north wing, which contains 300 
rooms, was booked solid, he added. All 
guests were evacuated, including the 
Osmonds, now appearing at the hotel. 
Cause of the blaze was not known, 
nor was the extent of damage. 
Units of the I .as Vegas and Clark 
County fire departments responded to 
the alarm and Gathrit said the blaze 
was under control within 15 minutes.

The 259-164 vote killed a bill that 
would have raised the $1.60 an hour 
minimum to $2 this year and $2.20 next 
July I, and extended minimum wage 
coverage to 6 million state and local 
government employes and a million 
household domestics. 
Nixon called the proposed increases 
inflationary and objected to the added 
coverage. He also said failure to 
provide a lower wage rate for teenage

unemployment. 
The President followed up his vic­ 
tory—his sixth sustained victory—with 
a request for Congress to draw a new 
bill to his specifications. 
But A K IA K ) sources said there 
could be no compromise on the issues 
of extended coverage and a youth 
differential wage rate — the two 
provisions most responsible for the 
veto. 
And Rep. John H. Dent, D-Pa., 
manager of the bill, wound up an 
emotional plea to the House to override 
the veto by saying he would leave 
Congress before he would support a 
bill that provided a sub-minimum 
wage for teenagers.

Ousted White 
House Counsel John W. Dean III 
mentioned Ragan as having reportedly 
helped wiretap the home of columnist 
Joseph Kraft.

Few Controls

Anti-Discrimination 
Bill Signed Into Law 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Gov. 
John J. Gilligan signed into law today 
a measure outlawing discrimination 
on the basis of sex in Ohio. 
He called the measure by Rep. Pete 
Crossland, IM2 Akron, "the first 
positive response to a seven-year 
concern for women’s rights.” 
The law prohibits sex discrimination 
in employment, housing and public 
accommodations and authorizes the 
Ohio Civil Rights Commission to in­ 
vestigate and resolve complaints of 
sex bias. 


Three sources close to the com­ 
mittee also said that Ragan would be 
questioned about President Nixon’s 
alleged wiretapping of his brother. F. 
I Vina Id Nixon 
But Ragan said he 
knows nothing about that. 
Ragan said he has been interviewed 
by the committee’s investigators three 
times and has told them he has little 
information to offer. 
Ragan, 59, worked for the FBI for 24 
years before retiring in 1964. He said 
his last ll years were spent in 
“technical matters,” meaning elec­ 
tronic surveillance and bugging. He 
now works as a private security 
consultant, specializing in anti- 
bugging measures. 
Ragan said that his trip to Chile was 
in April and May of 1971, four months 
before he ended his ties to the 
Republican party. 
An ITT spokesman in New York said 
Ragan was hired for the job after 
Allende, suspecting that his telephones 
were tapped, asked the ITT-owned 


national telephone company for help. 
Ragan said the Watergate com­ 
mittee investigators were skeptical 
that ITT would be helping Allende, 
whose government the firm opposed. 
“They just couldn’t believe it,” he 
said.
